Mission to 'come alive' 
Sunday at annual 'fiesta' 


The annual ‘‘Day at the Mission 
Fiesta — a good day for Lompoc Valley 
residents to stop and appreciate their 
uncommon possession, the La Mission 
de la Purisima Concepcion — will be 
celebrated Sunday starting at 11 a.m. 
Traditionally called the “ Day at the 
Mission,” the fiesta brings the usually 
peaceful, beautifully restored grounds 
and buildings of the mission alive with 
color and bustle. 
The day starts with a mass in the 
mission chapel at 11. Free servings of 
frijoles, tortillas, coffee, and softdrink 
will begin at noon and continue to one 
o’clock. 
The ringing of the old mission bells 
will signal the awarding of prizes for the 
children’s costume parade, followed by 
an afternoon of music and dancing 
entertainment that will be provided this 


year 
by 
the 
M exican 
Social 
Organization, Ballet Guerrero of Santa 
Barbara, and Cruz School of Dance. 
In 
the 
m issio n 
b u ild in g s, 
demonstrations of arts and crafts of the 
mission period will be on-going from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 
The fiesta is unique in that it is 
completely 
non-commercial 
with 
nothing to be bought and sold. Even the 
usual entrance fee to the mission, which 
is now a state park area, is not charged 
on this day. 
The La Purisima Mission Association 
sponsors the yearly celebration with the 
active cooperation of county and city 
agencies, local service clubs, women’s 
organizations, youth groups, mission 
docents and rangers, the FCI, and many 
individuals. Fred Smith is El Presidente 
of the association. 


The LPMA was organized in 1937 with 
the 
purpose 
of * planning 
annual 
celebrations to commemorate the 1787 
founding of the mission, which was the 
eleventh of the 21 Franciscan missions 
built in early California. The mission 
was dedicated in 1937 after it was 
restored by the CCC and the first ‘‘Day 
at the Mission” Fiesta followed the next 
year. 
There was an annual fiesta until 
December of 1941, hundreds of people 
were enjoying the event when news of 
the bombing of Pearl Harbor was 
announced. The fiesta was not held 
again until 1946. 
Now, each year, it is held in May. 
LPMA expect 5,000 to 6,000 people to 
attend this weekend’s activities. Some 
500 pounds of beans and 450 dozen 
tortillas will be served. 
President Ford basks in glory 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford basked in glory at a state dinner 
Thursday night as the Shah of Iran 
congratulated 
him 
for 
“ great 
leadership” and ‘‘not shrinking in front 
of events” during the Cambodian crisis. 


His Imperial Majesty won loud and 
prolonged applause when he said in a 
toast to Ford: ‘‘May I congratulate you 
on the great leadership and the right 
decisions you took for your country and. 


may I add, for all the peoples who want 
to live in freedom. 
‘‘This is precisely what the world 
needs —courage, dignity and love of the 
other human being. We are proud of 
being a good and 1 believe a trusted 
friend of the United States. ’’

was glad his state visit coincided with

$405 million approved to 
aid 115,000 Viet refugees 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
approved $406 million to aid 115,000 
Indochina 
refugees 
today 
after 
stipulating that the United States pay 
the ticket for any South Vietnamese who 
want to return home. 
The return trip stipulation conflicts 
with a House-passed bill which set a $50? 
million limit on refugee spending and 
funded $406 million for immediate use 
by 
government 
and 
private 
relief 
agencies. 
The differences will have to be 
resolved next week by a congressional 
conference 
committee 
because 
the 
House did not meet today. 
The Ford administration has warned 
it is running short of funds to help the 
refugees from Communist victories in 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 
By voice vote, the Senate approved an 
amendment by Sen. George McGovern, 
D-S.D., to stipulate payment of the way 
home for any South Vietnamese who 
want to go back and live under 
communist rule. 
The vote on the overall bill was 77 to 2. 
The two dissenters were Sen. Jesse 


Helms, R-N.C., and William V. Scott, R- 
Va. 
Before the final vote, the Senate 
rejected an amendment —and a $1,000 
check —from Helms which would have 
made 
the 
entire 
refugee 
program 
dependent on private donations. 
Helms, who asked that the use of tax 
money 
for 
the 
resettlement 
be 
prohibited, sought $1,000 from each 
senator to aid in the effort. He deposited 
his own personal check with the Senate 
secretary to support his point. 
The 
House 
bill 
provides 
for 
resettlement 
of 
refugees 
in 
other 
countries, but does not stipulate that tax 
funds be used for return to South 
Vietnam if needed

Laitin revealed for the first time that 
U.S. fighter planes struck a fuel dump 
near the mainland port of Kompong Som

PDT Wednesday - 37 
minutes after the Destroyer Wilson 
reported that a small boat had pulled 
alongside with at least part of the 39 
man Mayaguez crew.

Kissinger assessés

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today the 
seizure of 
the 
American freighter 
Mayaguez demonstrates “ there are 
limits beyond which the United States 
cannot be pushed ” 
In a news conference called to assess 
the diplomatic 
implications of the 
episode, Kissinger strongly reaffirmed 
the U.S. defense commitment to South 
Korea while at the same time stating 
that Washington was prepared to review 
its 
relations 
with 
Thailand 
in 
a 
cooperative spirit. 
Kissinger insisted that the use of force 
was 
intended 
by 
the 
F 
o 
r 
d 
administration primarily to save the 
freighter and its crew and that any 
bolstering of 
the American image 
abroad was “ a bonus ” 
Kissinger insisted that the United 
States was not spoiling for a fight 
following the debacle in Vietnam 
When he was specifically asked if he 
was glad the incident had happened, he 
answered angrily: 
“ Nobody can be glad to be put in a 
position where lives of Americans are at 
stake. The loss of life is never an easy 
one to contemplate. We were forced into 
this. 
“ We had to act on the basis of saving 
American lives... and the interest of the 
United States. ” 
Kissinger 
acknowledged 
that 
the 
incident may have been triggered from 
the isolated commands of a local 
commander and added that he was not 
convinced that the seizure of the 
freighter was “carefully planned. " 
The recapture of the Mayaguez and its 


crew won praise from Congress, but also 
brought criticism for not involving the 
lawmakers intimately in the decision­ 
making process 
Kissinger gave this assessment of the 
diplomatic 
consequences 
of

American action: “ The impact ought to 
be that there are limits beyond which 
the United States cannot be pushed.” 
“ We are not looking for opportunities 
to prove our manhood,” he said, but 
added that the United States was 
determined to look out for its interests 
abroad and was able to do so with 
support from Congress 
On the U.S. relationship with South 
Korea, he said: “ We believe the defense 
of Korea is important for the whole of 
Northeast 
Asia, 
and 
extfem elj 
important for relations with Japan.” 
On relations with Thailand, which has 
recalled

Thailand recalls ambassador; 
to review treaties, pacts 


BANGKOK (UPI) - Charging that 
the America he loved had violated 
Thailand’s sovereignty. Prime Minister 
Kukrit Pramoj today announced he was 
recalling 
the 
Thai 
ambassador 
to 
Washington and ordering a complete 
review of all treaties and agreements 
between the two countries. 
“The United States has violated our 
sovereignty,” 
Kukrit told newsmen 
after a cabinet, meeting that discussed 
the use of U.S. Marines in Thailand to 
retrieve 
the 
m erchant 
vessel 
Mayaguez and its crew from 
the 
Cambodians. 
“ We just can’t ignore such action by a 
friendly country,” Kukrit said. 
In 
order to insure that such action does not 
occur again, we will inform the United 
States that we will review all treaties 
and agreements in order to bring 
commitments up to date ” 
Kukrit ruled out any formal severance 
of relations with the United States and 
said he was personally saddened over 
the disregard by the United States of 
Thai sovereignty. 
“ I love America," he said 
Kukrit called the cabinet meeting 
after 
the 
United 
States 
ignored 
Thailand’s diplomatic protest over the 
presence of the Marines and sent them 
into 
Cambodia 
to 
retrieve 
the 
Mayaguez.

presented to the United States by the 
Thai ambassador in Washington, who 
would then be recalled to Bangkok for

Marines, a representative of the new 
Communist government in Saigon flew 
into Bangkok and said that the presence 
of U.S. troops in Thailand was a threat 
to peace in Southeast Asia.

Pauley said the new state 


figures represent a sizable 
revision upward of almost 4.000 
persons from the January, 
1974, figures used as a previous 
base.

or so. And while it does not 
concern noble personalities, it 
is about an aristocratic Lady 
Hurf who is “ boiled as an old 
carpet” while on a holiday in 
Vichy, France. 
Consequently, she arranges 
for the happiness of those about 
her by turning her back on 
reality 
Yet the play has a 
happy ending That is, as happy 
an ending as you’ll get from

thief

Gulf Oil Corp. Chairman Bob 
R. Dorsey told Congress today 
that beginning in 1966 his firm 
made 15 million in political 
contributions to South Korean 
and 
Bolivian 
government 
officials. 
Dorsey said the Pittsburgh- 
based company gave $4 million 
in 
1966 
and 
1970 
to 
the 
Democratic Republican party 
of South Korea and made three 
contributions 
to 
a 
former 
president of Bolivia, which 
involved 
special leasing of 
airplanes and the purchase of a 
helicopter. 
Dorsey’s 
testimony 
came 


before a Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions subcommittee which is 
probing corporate bribes by 
American companies to foreign 
government officials. It was 
the 
first 
detailed 
public 
disclosure of Gulf payments to 
foreign officials and politicians 
Dorsey 
said 
the 
Korean 
government was beginning a 
system of national elections in 
the late 1960s and needed large 
sums of money to finance 
election campaigns 
“ The 
leaders 
of 
the 
governing political party in 
South Korea determined that 
this could be accomplished by 
exerting severe pressure for 
Ky hopes to create 
Vietnamese village 


CAMP PENDLETON (U PIi 
— Former South Vietnamese 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky said 
Thursday he hopes to establish 
“ a Vietnamese village’’ on a 
large farm in California as a 
home for refugees who cannot 
or will not blend into the United 
States 
Ky told reporters at his tent 
in the refugee camp here that 
he plans to ask for help from 
the federal 
government 
to 
establish the farm 
“ It will be a pilot farm, call it 
a community or a Vietnamese 
v illa g e ,” 
the 
form er 
commander of Saigon’s Air 
Force said 
“ But it will be 
necessary for the refugees who 
have been feeling abandoned or 
who need to stay together 
Some refugees “ should not be 
thrown 
into 
the 
American 
society now,” he said. Some of 
them "are not wanted, or 
maybe they don't want it 
yet... The farm will help the 
refugees in the first couple of 
years to get used to the new 
situation and it will probably be 
the only way for us to solve the 


dilemma of people who have no 
jobs, no sponsors and want to 
be on their own ” 
In time, he said, “ We will 
educate our children and when 
they 
become 
engineers, 
doctors, 
then 
they 
will 
integrate themselves. 
He said that although he has 
received offers of farms from 
around the country—including 
a 
20.000 
acre 
one 
in 
Alabama— and has considered 
Arkansas 
and 
Texas 
as 
locations, 
he would 
prefer 
'California 
“ becStise 
of 
its 
climate.” 
“ I will go to Washington to 
fight for my plans and then 1 
will 
visit other 
camps in 
Arkansas 
before 
returning 
here,” he said. 
He said the refugees should 
first grow wheat and rice to 
feed themselves, then vegeta­

“ We cannot do that in the 
next three months and that 
means the U.S. government 
would have to support most of 
the refugees during that time,” 
he said. 
Court rules on 
sex offender trials 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
has ordered 
that mentally 
disordered sex offenders be 
tried under the more stringent 
standards of criminal law and 
no longer under civil law. 
fThe offenders must now be 
committed by a unanimous 
jury verdict rather than a 
verdict by three quarters of the 
jury as in civil law. The ruling 
came Thursday in a 4-3 vote on 
decisions 
related 
to 
three 
cases. 
Prior to the ruling, the court 
said, prosecutors had been 
instructed “ that to publicly 
brand a man as a mentally 
disordered sex offender and 
confine him for life imprison­ 
ment in a penal institution...he 
need persuade only 75 per cent 
of the jurors by only 51 per cent 
of the evidence.” 
Criminal 
law 
requires 
a 
verdict based on proof “ beyond 
a reasonable doubt." 
The 
majority 
opinion, 
written 
by Justice Stanley 
Mosk, said juries had been 
asked 
to 
confirm 
what 
psychiatrists told the court. It 
noted: 
“ Surely we have not gone so 
far towards 1984 and Orwell’s 
bleak prospect of ‘government 
by experts’ that in a proceeding 
in which human liberty is at 
stake the function of our juries 
is reduced to ‘confirming’ the 
guesses of doctors hired by the 
state.” 
Mosk said a man facing 
indefinite 
confinement 
and 
maximum security because of 
what he is “ predisposed” to do 
is entitled to higher standards 
of evidence. Involuntarily com­ 
mitment proceedings, the court 
said, must provide a full range 
of constitutional safeguards. 
Because a non-sex offender 
civilly committed has a right to 
a unanimous jury verdict, the 
court noted that it is easier to 


commit a man as a mentally 
disordered sex offender and 
harder for him to obtain his 
release. 
The court said all persons 
involuntarily 
committed 
in 
California share a right to 
treatment but said sex offend­ 
ers often are confined in prison 
with felons and receive little or 
no special treatment. 
Writing for the minority, 
retired Justice Louis Burke 
said 
the civil standard of 
evidence should be sufficient. 
He said such proceedings are 
“ essentially predictive in natu­ 
re” 
and 
the 
jury 
must 
necessarily 
be 
guided 
by 
psychiatric opinion which is 
“ seldom inclusive beyond all 
reasonable doubt.” 
The 
majority 
view 
was 
expressed in three separate 
cases. The lead case involved 
Charles Bumick, 28, who had 
been convicted criminally of 
consenting 
sexual 
behavior 
with two teen-age boys. 
Later he was committed 
civilly by a court that heard 
three 
psychiatrists. 
The 
prevailing 
psychiatrist 
said 
that Burdick was dangerous to 
others, 
but the other two 
disagreed. 
Another 
case 
involved 
a 
defendant who felt compelled 
to caress hair of young women 
in public although he never 
used force. He was committed 
indefinitely by a jury vote of 9-3. 
In the majority, Mosk was 
joined by chief Justice Donald 
R. Wright and Justices Mathew 
O. Tobriner and Raymond O. 
Sullivan. 
Justice 
Marshall 
McComb and justice Parker 
Wood, 
an 
appellate 
judge 
sitting under assignment, con­ 
curred with Burke, also sitting 
under assignment, in the lead 
case. In the other two cases, 
Burke was joined by McComb 
and Justice William Clark.

Church said such payments 
have the effect of squeezing out 
honest corporations trying to 
operate in the same country.

“ If the developing countries 
are sincere in their desire to 
define 
acceptable 
rules of 
conduct

multinational 
corporations then they should 
be 
willing

“ cannot close (its) eyes to this 
problem ... it is time to treat 
the issue for what it is; a 
serious foreign policy prob­ 
lem.”

leader hung 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad 
(U PI) — Michael Abdul Malik, 
a major figure in London's 
black 
power 
movement 
a 
decade ago, died on the gallows 
today in his homeland despite 
international pleas that his life 
be spared. 
Malik, 41, was hanged at 4 
a.m. PDT at the Royal Jail for 
the murder of his cousin, 
Joseph Skerritt, a barber and 
follower of Malik. 
There were no demonstra­ 
tions or other incidents to mark 
the hanging. 
The bodies of Skerritt, 24, 
and British divorcee Gale Ann 
Benson, 27, were unearthed in 
the 
garden behind 
Malik's 
suburban 
Arima 
home 
in 
February, 1972, a month after 
they had died. 
Both had been hacked to 
death by a machete. 
Malik was also charged with 
the murder of the daughter of a 
one-time member of the Bri­ 
tish Parliament, but he was 
never tried on that count. 
M alik 
established 
a 
commune in Trinidad following 
his return from England m 
1970. 
His execution, opposed by an 
international 
“ Save 
Malik” 
committee which included such 
well-known black activists as 
Angela Davis and Dick Grego­ 
ry, came after Malik’s attor­ 
neys had exhausted every legal 
appeal available under the 
British crown. 
The former black power 
leader had been in the jail since 
his conviction in August, 1972.

Battle looms in food stamp certification

Robert Dole, 
R-Kans., for a one-year test of 
a “ selfcertification" plan for 
food stamp applicants. 
Under the plan, which the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
rejected 7 to 5 last week,

immediately granted stamps 
for a 30-day period during 
which officials would verify the 
needy 
families' 
statements 
about income and property 
ownership. 
The temporary, on-the-spot 
approvals would replace pre­ 
sent regulations under which 
state agencies take up to 30 
days 
to 
verify 
applicants’ 
statements before granting the 
stamps. 
Congressional aides reported 
Thursday that Dole’s amend­ 
ment is expected to be offered 
as a rider when a noncontrover- 
sial bill, dealing with stamp 
eligibility for some elderly, 


blind 
and 
disabled 
people, 
comes up on the Senate floor 
next week. 
Administration officials have 
attacked the Dole plan as likely 
to open the door to abuses. A 
spokesman 
said 
Thursday, 
however, that the proposal is 
“ likely to be tough to stop” on 
the Senate floor and officials 
have been discussing a poten­ 
tial compromise plan.

LAS VEGAS (U PI) — Muhammad Ali, warming up 
to the task with one of his patented nonstop 
monologues, now says he will "take care of Mr. Ron 
Lyle" by 2:35 or 2:38 of the eighth round tonight in 
their heavyweight title fight. 
The match is listed for 15 rounds in the 7,708-seat 
Convention Center and will be televised nationally by 
ABC beginning at 10 p.m. EDT. It is the champ's first 
title fight to be shown on home television since he beat 
Karl Mildenberger in 1966. 
Ali promised a good show and in his knockout 
prediction he said the only reason he will let the fight 
go into the eighth round is because of television. 
"I told the people (at ABC) I would give them a 
decent show.” said the champion, “and I always keep 
my word.” 
As for his knockout prediction, Ali said, “This is the 
first time I ever predicted the minute, but that’s how 


sure I am of taking care of Mr. Ron Lyle. ’ 
It will be Ali’s 14th title defense overall and his 
second since regaining the crown from George 
Foreman in Zaire last fall. He has lost only twice in 
his career —Ken Norton and Joe Frazier beat him 
while the title belonged to someone else. 
Lyle, who has lost twice with a draw in 33 fights 
since turning pro in 1971, kept his own counsel on the 
eve of the biggest fight in his career. 
“I’ll let him do all the talking and I’ll take care of 
the fighting,” said Lyle, who at 33 is the same age as 
the champion. “I’ve never known a man to win a fight 
with his mouth.” 
. . . 
Boxing people are mystified how a fighter like Lyle, 
who lost his last time out, deserved a title match. No 
one, of course, gives him a chance. For Ali, it seems, 
this is a tuneup for bigger and better things. 
Ali will receive $1 million for his effort tonight 


while Lyle has been guaranteed $100,000. Ali has told 
friends privately he hopes to earn close to $20 million 
this year, which would make him the richest athlete in 
history.

One of these days -- too late to do any 
good, of course — there is going to be an 
investigation of the evacuation of South 
Vietnam and our handling of its 
refugees. I hope that investigation will 
be run by good men without political 
plunder in mind, though in these 
wretched days one wonders whether 
there are enou^i of these to constitute a 
substantial committee. 
My information is 
that at the moment of 
maximum 
pressure, 
there were exactly 
two typists in what­ 
ever 
office 
in 
Washin^n concerned 
itself with refugees — 
two typists, hunting 
and 
pecking 
out 
authorizations 
for 
indivklual South Viet­ 
namese who sought 
American help. With­ 
out the cabled form 
from Washington that 
emanated from one of 
these two ladies, 
no one in South Vietnam could get 
official access to U.S. facilities. Never 
mind if said person had worked for the 
United States in a most exposed position 
for years — as head, say, of counter-

intelligence, or whatever. 
There are stories now that individual 
South Vietnamese were told by gallant 
Americans with access to that escape 
hatch on top of the Embassy that they 
could get into a helicopter in return for 
two, five, ten thousand dollars. I would 
like to know if that is true, and I would 
like to see the pictures of the men who 
did that, so that they might be reviled. 
Above all, I would like to know why 
the United States fleet steamed off in 
the biggest show of moral funk in 
modern history. There are arguments (1 
find them unconvincing, but I respect 
the formal scaffolding on which they 
perch) that when it was clear that the 
North Vietnamese were in control of the 
mainland, 
our 
fleet 
should 
have 
retreated from Vietnamese waters, lest 
they end by engaging directly North 
Vietnamese 
shore 
batteries, 
or 
whatever. 
But Vietnamese waters end 12 miles 
from land. Without violating any law at 
all, the United States could, if it were so 
minded, cruise its entire fleet 12 miles 
from the Vietnamese coastline. 
It happens that tens of thousands of 
Vietnamese, beginning a month ago 
when the great flight from Da Nang 
began, groped their way to anything at 
all that would float, and shoved 


themselves out to sea. While it is true 
that a large boat can sink in a mUe-wide 
stretch of water, it is also true that a 
canoe can cross the Atlantic. The great 
flotilla of human flotsam that spilled out 
into the China Sea seeking help must, 
most of it, easily have reached the 12- 
mile limit. To what purpose? Only, one 
gathers, to see the backs of departing 
United States war vessels. 


Why didn’t we keep ships out there as 
long as there were men, women and 
children heading out to meet them? ! 
suppose the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee would have raised all hell if, 
let us say, we had attempted to interfere 
with North Vietnamese planes strafing 
the human cargo. But, after 12 miles, 
there was no question of poaching. Why 
were we not there? One can only 
imagine what the situation would have 
been like outside Dunkirk if the U.S. 
Task Force that operated the South 
Vietnamese evacuation had been in 
charge. 
Where is the gallant Senator Kennedy, 
so very much concerned about refugees; 
so long as they are refugees from 
American bombing? Where was he last 
week, to show the consistency of his 
concern? He will, one learns, cooperate 
with private relief organizations. Since

taken a stand against development of an 
on-shore crude oil handling facility by 
Exxon Oil interests. Would you permit a 
rebuttal to his statements? 
1, too, am interested in seeing the good 
people of Northern Santa Barbara 
County becoming unified and letting 
their voices be heard once and for all. 1 
think that it is time they had their say in 
matters affecting the whole county 
instead 
of 
allowing 
a 
group 
of 
unrealistic and emotionally charged 
persons to affect the outcome of such a 
serious matter. 
At 
a time when our 
National 
Government is ordering power plants to 
begin using coal to produce energy and 
when development of new sources of 
natural or man-made energy is being 
subsidized, in order to overcome our 
dependence on foreign oil, you and 
others to perpetuate your own selfish 
interests, would stop all progress. 
With respect to “ these people getting 
a foothold on this piece of coast, ” 
Shell Oil already has a foothold there. A 
few miles up the coast this way Getty 
Oil Co. has a foothold. Aren’t you being 
sort of emotional about whether they 
will expand or not? I expect that they 
would eventually try to (to so. But I can’t 
see this as inherently all bad. Moreover, 
I bdieve that the Sierra Club, GOO, S ^

Indonesia for us? Won’t that desecrate 
the landscape elsewhere and deprive 
others of the right to view an unspoiled 
coast or terrain? I’ve been to Indonesia 
and those people have feelings, hopes 
and desires about the same as ours. 
They’re entitled to a future as you and I. 
Their future generations also. 
1 agree with you about the advertising 
campaign. You and I are paying for it at 
the gas pump. One d^U (rf a lot of it is 
occastoned by the very attitude taken by 
yourself and countless others vdio are 
seeking to "have their cake and eat it 
too” in preserving the status quo here. 


You suggest that everyone is taken in by 
the "Madison Ave. threats” and the 
material submitted by Exxon Public 
Relations people. Not so. Neither am I 
taken in by the unrealistic, emotionally 
charged pamphlets put out by the 
Conservationists or the “ out shouting” 
or demonstrations put on by these 
persons. I’ve always felt there was a 
middle ground of compromise. 
I suggest that you harness all ^ 
collective wisdom, energy and abilities 
of those who oppose progress and want 
to preserve things as they are. If they 
become as dedicated in their efforts to 
develop alternative present methods of 
transportation, fertilizers, plastics and 
other critically needed products as they 
are to their present goals, we’d have 
some of these problems solved and 
wouldn’t need so much oil.
